Uttet ihrir 
was a taae in which the eiecutive nai 
trailed upon to act, and tu- act promptly, 
iti»tbij, [t it for the execuine to cut 
tho**. gorJian knuli,»hich eutnui be un 
lied, to rrmarc those Metal itumtihng 
hluc-ki, which imprJe thi march of ciyil 
butinus, and upon which, The usual and 
ealabiiihed regulation* of mcietj camnut 
be brought to bear. Thi* iaone of lho*e 
very rases, remediless but by the execu- 
tive ; and therefore it is a case, in which 
the eiecutjve may show- itself a really 
useful and necessary portion of the lwnly 
politic, by doing that, which can nut 
be dune by any other person in the ifttne 
society. 

To br explicit, we mean of 
course that the ei ecu live ought 
• t once to take urn* for tfai 
remuvai of iht* remarkable Mr. Justic* 
Mob i mm from the bench, whuh he dis 
giacei. Lei them put him on his de- 
fence, and cashier him if he cannot clear 
himself, a'u long as the executive pus- 
rtuing the power to Jo this, calmly looks 
on, and beholds His Honor, the defen- 
dant, setting society, and the law, — {he 
is swam tu administer justly,} — at defi- 
ance, jujl so long doe* the executive con- 
nive «t the cjitinqntDt. 

A Judge may a. «■!*)» be la debt like 
any other man. But at an indebted 
Judge can scarcely be a free ajfem, we 
hold it disgraceful for such an officer to be 
in this actuation. But when we tin .i a 
man who lills such au office getting into 
debt, and say nip; to his creditors , 1 cannot, 
or thajl not, pay, and yon cannot, and 
shall not, make die, we must revert to 
lint principles in desling with *o remark- 
able a character. We must tell him that 
the judges can only be paid their salaries 
by the people when the latter are able to 
recover the fruit* of their industry by 
process of l*w; that if every one were 
able to do what Mr. Justice Momtauu 
ha* dune, there would be no law left for 
judge* to administer , and that therefore 
where a Judge thinks proper to stop 
the law, tt» mutt stop hint. Unhrs* 
this i> done, look it the probable 
consequences. A Judge would become a 
licensed iwindler. The people whu 
dwelt within his jurisdiction , would hear 
a man canting from day to day on the 
bench about justice and equity, and at the 
same lime paying hi* own debts — when 
anyone would trust him— with " preli- 
minary objections.' 1 The exalted enl 
example is a most important consideration 
in inch a case, for who can be insensible 
of the pmneateas of the ignorant, the 
though tie**, and the no-principled, to 
shape their moral conduct by the example) 
of " their belters," a* they are called 1 
Evil example in high place, will generate 
vice indefinitely. Thus it is, as a further 
consequence, that shuffling and sharp 
practice la a Judge, is » far greater crime 
than it the tame tort of conduct in 
the humble and un not iced crier of thi 
Court, 

Omne anient viu'utn, tnnto conapactiltt in *e, 
Crimen ha pet, quanta major qui peeeat 
habetur ; — 

and therefore, we say, tin bench m such 
judge* at once, before the contagion of 
their dishonest example hat time to 
spread. 

What the executive of Van Dienvrj'g 
Land will do in this matter, no mail cast 
say. What ought to be dune, if the facta 
be as they are repreaeuted, must be plain 
Us every unsophisticated understanding. 
Mr. Justice latafaau ought, to be forth* 
with put on his defence by the eiecuiirr 
cotincil, and if it appear that ha really 
hutneaked behind the juriaditliou of bis 
own court, to avoid ihe payment of his 
just debts, be ought to be cashiered at 
one*. Thus convicted, not inertly of con- 
duct, which no man of decent moral pride 
could descend tu,— but of conduct poxi- 
tively and grossly diahoneil, he would be 
shown to be an unfit man to exercise the 
•acred tr-,,1 mvolved in the office of 
a Judge. And therefore Ihe matter 
ought nut to be allowed even to be ar- 
ranged, unlea, Lh e V» n Die muitum ex- 
ecutive shuuld be of opinion, that com- 
mors honeaty it not aB aWlutely nt- 
n aary quality in i he judicial character.
